At the request of Chairman McAllister, the Delegation then 
went to this “Blood” farm and were shown over the farm and 
buildings by the owner. 
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Returning to the County Farm, a meeting was called in the

Mr. Ralph A. Blake of Swanzey told members that he would 
be in accord with the vote of the delegation in the purchase of 
. “Blood” farm. Mr. Carlos D. Wilson of Gilsum, being unable to 
be present, made written statement of his hearty approval of 
any vote, to acquire “Blood” farm.

Chaplin, the meeting adjourned subject to the call of Chairman 
C. H. McAllister. )

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1943. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Court, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the House 
of Correction, Physician and Chaplain at the County Farm, and 
the State Auditors. . 


Again in closing the books for 1943, Cheshire County shows 
one of its most successful years, showing a balance of $53,066.63 
and is free from indebtedness either in notes or bonds. 


The County has purchased the Willard Bill Farm of Robert 
Blood at $5,000.00. This farm adjoins the County property and 
was purchased by the $3,500.00 appropriation for a cottage that 
was to have been built, and an additional $1,500.00 granted by 
the delegation. This gives the County tillage land that will sup- 
ply the extra hay, ete., that previously had to be purchased. 
Also the extra amount of wood that is being cut from the Bill 
~ Farm will help out on the heating of the Institution. 


Although the farm payroll is somewhat higher and much less 
prison help this year, through the capable management of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sanborn, the farm expenses are much less than for 
several years. 


Some of the repairs and the enlarging of the kitchen have 
not been completed. The new floor and partition in the large 
dining room, giving the inmates a separate room from the pris- 
oners, are finished; also the tenement over the root cellar, and 
the building of a new piggery is now completed. 


The Survey of the County property, as requested by the 
County Delegation, is nearly completed and is proving to be 
very worthwhile. 
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The State Convention of County Commissioners held their 
Annual Meeting in Cheshire County this year. Fifty-five mem- 
bers and guests were present at the Hotel Ellis Friday evening, 
Oct. 22.. Banquet and business meeting after. General inspec- 
tion of Farm and Institution Saturday, October 23, at 10 A. M., 
followed by the very excellent dinner served by the Ladies Aid 
Society of Westmoreland United Parish, at Westmoreland Town 
Hall. Much favorable comment from the Visitors on the general 
condition and appearance of the County Farm was made. 


On October 27, the Community was saddened by the sudden 
death of County Commissioner H. Rees Jones. Mr. Jones was in 
his usual good health at the State Convention and presided and 
acted as toastmaster at the dinner meetings in creditable man- 
ner. His death was a great shock, not only to the Commissioners 
of this board but to County officials all over the State. 


As has been our practice the Commissioners’ Office has co- 
operated with various local organizations such as the Red Cross, 
Cheshire County Humane Society and other charitable agencies, 
in checking records and having home visits made. Varied cases 
are investigated .and settlements determined in cooperation 
with town, city and county officials. In complance with the 
Federal Withholding and Victory Tax, the figuring and record- 
ing of pay and taxes of all employees has made considerable 
extra work in the office. 


We wish to express appreciation of Dr. Steven’s services at 
the County Home and to all County employees who have been 
instrumental in carrying on the County business in careful and 
successful manner.

As High Sheriff of Cheshire County I am presenting here- 
with a brief summary of the work accomplished by the Sheriff 
Department of your County Government, from April 1, 1943 to 
December 31, 19438. 


I have purchased two pieces of equipment which are new 
to the Department and are still in experimental stages namely 
our two-way radio and our Speedgraphie Photography equip- 
ment. While this equipment has increased the expenses over 
previous years, as time goes on, I believe the people of Cheshire 
County will feel the benefit of the increased efficiency which 
this additional equipment will bring about. 


We have three cars equipped with two-way radios. These cars 
cover the entire County. In the short time that this radio has 
been installed there is no doubt but what it has paid for itself. It 
has assisted us in the apprehension of three escaped prisoners 
from the House of Correction whom we would not have been able 
to apprehend for a considerable length of time had it not been for 
the direct contact we had with our cars. By means of this equip- 
ment we have saved much time and mileage, especially mileage, 
in being able to contact deputies in various localities. 


In one instance radio was the means of saving the life of a 
small boy who had been overcome by carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. It was necessary for this boy to receive respiration treat- 
ment immediately. By use of the radio we were able to have the 
respirator rushed to the aid of this boy and a Deputy, receiving 
a radio call, was able to rush a Doctor to the scene. There isn’t a 
doubt that the immediate contact via radio, from the office to 
our cars, saved the life of this child. ; 


This year for the first time we have a full time clerk in the 
office. Her duties are to maintain a complete filing system, keep 
various records and to have contact with the radio units at all 
times. A report is dictated to her of each investigation and 
accurate records are kept on each case and complaint, each case 
being prepared and presented to the County Solicitor for prose- 
cution.
